Risk 


=» Risk = 
Likelihood of Occurrence x Seriousness 
(if incident occurred.) 


| Emergencies —VS-— Disasters | 


= An emergency is a situation which 
poses an immediate risk to health, life, 
property or environment.! 


= Disasters generally refer to events 
that overwhelm resources for many 
people or large areas - for days, 
weeks, or longer. 


| Hazards | 


a By its nature, a hazard involves 
something which could potentially be 
harmful to a person's life, health, 
property or to the environment. 


| mitigation 


a Mitigation generally refers to actions 
which may be taken to lessen the 
impact of disasters on people, 
property, or the environment.
